R. Macklin was born’ in Ireland, in: objegt, and fixed the adtors’s character, 
the county of Meath, about-theclofe of 
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as a moft judicious performer. 

_ From that time Mr. Macklin encreafed in 
public eftimation ; and in Mr. Fielding’s fub- 
Sciceia pieces, he fucceflively performed the 
charaéters of Colonel Biuff (the Drunken 
Colonel) in the Intriguing Chambermaia ; 
Squire Badger in Don Quixote in England ; 
Wormwood, in The Virgin Unmaf'd; and 
Mri Stedfaft, in The iedding Day; till in 


the year.17355 he unfortunately killed a fel- 


low comedian, (Mr. Hallam), but on. his 
trial, the affair being proved to have been a 
fudden, and almoft accidental act of paffion, 
and without ahy prepenfe malice, (the 
quarrel having arifen from Hallam’s taking 
a wig which-was appropriated to Mr. Mack- 
lin)» he was honourably acquitted, , 

Still advancing in eminence he was parti- 
calarly diftinguifhed in the characters of Don 
Manuel, in The Kind Impofor; and Sir 
Gilbert Wrangle, in the Refufal; but his 
inimitable performance of Shylock, on the 
revival of the Merchant of Venice, advanced 
him to a height beyond which the powers 
of nature could not go; and all who have 
fince performed that difficult part, however 
eminent, have not eclipicd him, i 

Mr, Macklin, not contented with fame as 
an actor, refolved to attempt increafing it as 
a dramatic writer. During the time of the 
rebellion, he. wrote a tragedy, on rather a 
popular fubject, namely, the flory of Pere 
kin Warheck. This was aéted at Drury- 
Lane, in the year 1746, under the name of 
King Henry the Seventh, or The Popifo Im- 
pofor. It muft be confefled there was @. 
kind of impropriety in the 
as the 
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in a period of time previous to the intro- 
duction of Proteftantifm, had an air of 
abiurdity. ‘This piece did not mect with 
any confiderable degree of fuceefs: But then 
it muft be remembered that at-that time 
Britam was greatly divided in factions, and 
the multitude of open and fecret partizans of 
the young Pretender, endeavoured to dif- 
credit a comparifon between him and Per- 
kin Warbeck. Befides, when it is confider- 
ed that the. tragedy was written in fix weeks, 
and Mr. Macklin’s bufinefs as an actor, fre- 
quently engrofling his attention, whilfl the 
erformers, for the fake of dilp atch, ftudy- 
ing it act by act, left him no time for revi- 
fal, no perfon can expect it fhould be clear 
of imperfections. 

Mr. Macklin’s want of fuccefs did not 
damp his ardour, it perhaps, made him ra- 
ther turn his mind to the comic line. The 
Su/picious Hujhand, was iniroduced in 1747. 
The great merit of the piece had raifed a 
number of inarlers againit it; who were ve- 
ry ftudious to pomt out its defeéts, tho’ 
they thereby only di/played their own want 
of genius and tafte. ‘Lhefe Mr. Macklin 
thought proper objects for fatire, and ac- 
cordingly 3 in the fame vear, he wrote a farce 
called The Suf/prcrous Hufband Critictjed, or 
VYhe Plague of Envy, which was performed 
fuc cefsfully at the “Fheatre Royal, Drury- 
Lane. 

From this time, for fix years, our excel- 
lent actor enjoyed the favour of the t town, 

and performed ( with fome interruptions from 
excurfions to [reland, and frem his difputes 
with managers ) ull the year 1753, when he 
took a formal leave of the fiage, by a farewel 
Epilogue, and opened a Coffee-houfe, under 
the Piazza, in Cov: nt Garden. ‘There he com- 
menced a difputing foctety, under the name 
ot the Britith » Inguilitro n: and alfo a kind of 
academy for inftructing voung actors. “This 
fcheme, however, did not fucceed, but ended 
in a commifhion of bankruptcy, and Mr. 
Macklin returned to the flage, on which he 
has occaftonally continued, m Great Britain 
and Ireland, to the pretent time. 

In the fame vear Mr. Macklin jutroduced 
his dauchter on the ftage of Covent Garden, 
in the character of Lucinda, in Mr. Foote’s 
farce of the Evelifaman in Paris. ‘This part 
Was written entirely to give her an oJ pportu- 
aity of diuplaymg her vai ous quafific: tions 
af muiic, finging and dancing; im all of 
which fhe pbtained univertal applaufe, as 
well as in her mode of acling, that fhewed 
her an attentive yy pil to her father’s yu idi- 
cious inftructions. He performed the part 
of Buck, andtho’ Mr. loote, the author, 

afterwards repeatedly performed that cha- 
reer; it remained difficult to determine 
which of the two did it the greateft jultice. 


Mn the year 1760, jr. Macklin produced 
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his Farce of Lowe A-la Mode, at Drury. ee 
Theatre. After warm ftrugetes hetweer 
parties, one prejudiced tor, and another a. 
gainft its author, it fucceeded, and had an 
ing fuccefs, to the very confideral)’ 
ment of the Author; who not be cing paid as 
an Actor, referved to himilelf a portion of 
the profits of ever y might it was acted, and 
was ‘greatly and juitly celebrated for his ex. 

uifite pertormance oi Sir Archy M‘Sarcafin, 
lhe chief objections againft this piece were, 
that the cataftrophe is evidently the famed 
with that of the comedy of jhe Lower, 
written by Mr. ‘Theophilus Cibber; ay ry 
that the charaer of the lrifiman hath iad 
much refemblance to Mr. Sheridan’s Captaiy 
O’Blunder. 

‘The next year (1761) our Author brought 
forward a comedy, called The Marric 4 Lie 
bertine, which was played nine nights a 
Covent-Garden, and has not been revived 
fince. A ftrong oppofition was made to jt 
every night. An unwarrantable pre indice 
againnt the Author 9 C hie liv founded acona fips 
pofition that by Lord Belville, he meanta 
Peer then living, feemed to have been the 
bafis of this oppofition. But had the piece 
veen produced at Drury-Lanc, where it 
would have had fuperior advantages j in the 
acting; and had the Author been concealed 
till the fate of the~ piece was decided, it 
would doubtlefs have fucceeded as well, if 
not better than many others,which now keep 
their ground on the J heatre. 

The Lrifh fine Lady, a farce, was acted one 
night only at Covent-Garden, on Novem- 
ber 28, 1767, was allio written by Mr. 
Macklin. Dut, tho’ it was only pertormed 
once in England, it has been frequently re- 
prefented m Dublin, on his excurfions to 
Ireland, under the name ot the Trwe-bora 
Irifbman, which character — ( Murrogh 
O’Dogherty ) was mimitably performed by 
the Author. 

Befides the above pieces, Mr. Mackin 
has produced two farces, performed folely 
at his own benefit: one ttiled, A Wile

their enemies chofe to exert 1t. He com- 
menced and carried into effeet, a profecution 
againft a fet of infignificant beings, who 
calling themiclves THE TOWN, frequently 
dilturbed the enterta'nments of the Theatre, 
tothe terror of the Actors, and the annoy- 
ance and difgrace of the public. He obtain- 
edaverdict; but having eftablithed a prece- 
dent that no fet of meu can combine againft 
the bread of an aé¢tor with impunity; he 
generoufly agreed to relinquifh the damages, 
and accept the delinquents taking a certain 
humber of tickets for his benefit. His fpirit 
& much to be applauded, and it were to 
be withed that we had the authority to re- 
cord his fuccefs in the performance of thefe 
two characters. From the thorough know- 
ge and juft conception which he difplay- 
td in thefe chara@ters, it is to be regretted 
Add not attempt them earlier in life, be- 
lore the public was fo much impreffed with 
ie excellence of his comic performance, as 
4 feceive with prejudice his efforts in a dif- 
fet walk, altho’ his judicious playing of 
18% might have given a noble fpecimen.

periorined for his benefit; when in the midft 
of his perfermance he was luddenly feized 
with a lois of memory that made him una- 
ble to proceed in his part. He came for- 
ward and acquaited the audience with his 
mistortunc, for which he apologized. The 
public regretted with tears the infirmity of 
the gallant veteran, who had been fifty-nine 
years on the ttage, they permitted the part 
to be finithed by another performer reading 
it, and departed with fincere withes for his 
recovery, which has fince being partly et- 
todied. 

An apparent roughnefs, and aufterity of 
manners, have deceived many into a wrong 
idea,of Mr.Macklin’s privatecharadcter; which 
thole whe beft know him, are well acquaint- 
ed with its being truly amiable ; and whilft, 
like Mortimer in the Fafhionable Lover, he 
hath feemed harfh and unfeeling, he hath 
cherifhed a heart tender and melting at the 
diftrefles of others, with a hand readily 
{tretched out for their relief. It having 
becn his maxim to conceal his benevolence, 
as much as the gencrality of mankind ftrive 
to make their’s pubhe: for he hath a noble- 
nefs of mind that is fuperior to oftentation ; 
and hath proved humielf a tender hufband, a 
fond parent, and firm friend.

his prefence. Sometimes he conjured him to 
grant his pardon; and often he would caft 
the odiumn of his guilt on the wicked Courti- 
ers that had mifled him. By a codicil to his 
will, he ordered a foundation to be eftablifh- 
ed for the repofe of the foul of Giles.of Brit- 
tany, at the Abbey of Boquien, where that 
Prince was interred. But ah! of what avail 
was this flender reparation, the deplorable 
refource of guilt, and terror, and fuperfti- 
tion ? 

We may aid, that however guilty Fran- 
cis might be, his Courticrs were fill more fo. 
Thefe are the great crimmals whom Huma- 
nity can never pardon, and whom polterity 
muft hold in everlafting deteftation.—Men 
of letters have been fometimes afked, 
‘ What moralcan refult from the relation 
of fuch orfuch an event ??—Were this quef- 
tion to be now propofed, I would anfwer: 
‘ Can any moral be more firiking, awful, 
and irrefiftible, than that which this hiftory 
exhibits ?’

HETR common drefs (for men, wo- 
men, and children are cloathed alike), 

isa kind of close trock, or rather robe; 
reaching generally to the ankles, though 
fometimes only tothe knees. At the upper 
part is a hole juft fuflicient to admit the 
head, with fleeves that reach to the wrift. 
Thefe frocks are made of the fkins of diffe- 
reat animals; the moft comrnon of which 
are thofe of the fea-otter, gray fox, racoony 
and pine martin ; with many of feal-fkins ; 
and, in general, they are worn with the 
hairy fides outward. Some alfo have thefe 
frocks made of the fkins of fowls, with on- 
ly the down remaining on them, which they 
glue on other fubftances. And we faw one 
or two woollen garments like thofe of Noot- 
ka. Atthe fearns, where the different fkine 
are fewed together, they are commonly or- 
namented with taffels or fringes of narrow 
thongs, cut out of the fame fkins. A few 
have a kind of cape, or collar ; and fome a 
hood; but the other is the moft common 
form, and feems to be their whole drefs 
in good weather. When it rains, they put 
over this another frock, ingenioufly made 
from the inteftines of — or fome other 
e animal, ared fo tkilfully, as almoft 

a eSeaibly ont quidcheateds leaf. It is made 
to draw tight round the neck ; its fleeves 
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reach as low as the wrift, round which they 
are tied with a ftring ; and its fkirts, when 
they are in the canoes, are drawn over the 
rim of the whole in which they fit; fo that 
no water canenter. At the fame time, it 
keeps the men catirely dry. upward. For 
no water can penetrate through it, any more 
than through a bladder, It muft be kept 
continually moift or wet ; otherwile it is apt 
to crack or break. ‘This, as well as the 
common frock made.of the fkins, bears a 
refemblanve to the drefs of the Greenlan- 
ders, as c.f ribed by Crantz, who has like- 
wife many other very ftriking inflances, in 
whech the Greenlanders and Americans of 
Ahis Sound, refemble cach other. 

In general, they donot cover their legs, 
or feet; but a few have a kind of fkin flock- 
ings, which reach half-way up the thigh ; 
and {carcely any of them are without mittens 
for the hands, made of the fkins of bears 

aws. Thofe who wear any thing on their 
heads, refembled, in this refpect, the na 
tives at Nootka; having high truncated 
conic caps, made of ftraw, and fometimes 
of wood, refembling a teal’s head well paimt- 
ed.- 

The men commonly wear the hair cropt 
round the neck and forehead; but the wo- 
men allow it to grow long; and moft of 
them tie a fmall lock of it on the crown ; or 
a few club it behind, after our manner. 
Both fexes have the cars perforated with 
feveral holes about the outward and lower 
part ofthe edge, in which they hang little 
bunches of beads, made of the fame tubulofe 
fhelly fubfance ufed for this purpofe by thofe 
of Nootka. The /¢ptum of the nofe is alfo 
perforated ; through which they frequently 
thruft the quill-feathers of {mail birds, or lit- 
tle bending ornaments, made of the above 
fhelly fubliance, flrung on a {tiff ftring or 
cord, three or four inches long, which give 
them a truly grotefque appearance.. But the 
moft uncommon and unfightly ornamental 
fafhion, adopted by fome of beth fexes, is 
their having the under-lip fliter cut, quite 
through, inthe direction of the mouth, a 
little before the {welling part. ‘This incifion, 
which is made even in the fucking children, 
3s often above two inches long ; and etther 
by its.natural retra¢tion, when the wound 
is frefh, or by the repetition of fome arti- 
ficial management, afiuines the true shape 
of lips, and becomes fo large as to admit 
the tongue through. This happened to be 
the cafe, when the firft perfon having this 
incifion was feen by one of the feamen, who 
called out, that the man had two mouths ; 
and, indeed, it does uot look unlike it. In 
this artificial mouth they ftick a flat, narrow 
““nament, made chief-r out of a folid. thell 

‘bone, cut 3 dittle narrow pieces, like 

ub teeth, almaft down to the baie or 
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thickeft part, which has a fmall projeq; ‘ 
bit at each end that fupports it when put in. a 
to the divided lip ; the cut part then appea. fi:

round, like our chip-boxes, though thick, 
neatly faftened with thongs, and the bottoms 
fixed in with tmall wooden pegs. Others 
were fmaller, andota more elegant fhape, 
fomewhat refembling a large oval butter- 
boat, without a handle, but more fhaliow, 
made from a piece of wood, or horny fub- 
ftance. Thefe laft were lometimes neatly 
carved. They had many littl  fquare 
bags, made of the fame gut with their ou- 
ter frock, neatly ornamented with very 
minute red feathers interwoven with It, in 
which were contained fome en hne finews, 
and bundles of {mail cord, made from them 
moft ingenioufly plaited. They -alfo 
brought many chequered bafkets, to clofely 
wrought as to hold water; tome wooden 
models of their canoes; a good many little 


‘mages, four or five inches long, either of 


wood. or ftuffed; which were covered 
witha bit of fur, and ornamented with pie- 
ces of {mall quill feathers, in imitation of 
their fhelly beads with hair fixed on their 
heads. Whether thefe might be mere toys 
for children, or held m veneration, as re- 
refenting their deceafed friends, and ap- 
lied to fome fuperftitious purpote, could 
not be determined. But they have many 
iwftruments made of two or three hoops, or 
concentric pieces of wood, with a crofs-bar 
fixedin the middle, to hold them by. ‘Yo 
thefe are fixed a great number of dried bar- 
nacle-fhells, with threads, which ferves as a 
rattle, and make aloud noile, when they 
fake them. ‘This contrivance feems to be 
afubititute for the rattiing bird at Nootka ; 
aad perhaps both of them are employed on 
the fame occafion. 

With what tools they make their wooden 
utentils, trames of boats, and other things, 
isuncertain ; as the only one,amongft them 
was akind ofadze, anadle almoft after the 
manner of thofe of Otaheite, and the other 
lands of the South Seas. ‘They have a 
great many iron knives ; fome of which are 
fraight ; athersa little curved; and fome 
very imall anes, fixed in pretty long han- 
dies, with the blades bent upward, lixe 
fome of our fhoemakers inftruments. But 
they have fti!l knives of ancther fort, which 
are fometimes near two feet lohg, fhaped 
amoft like a dagger, with a ridge in the 
middie. Thefe (hey wear in fheaths of fkins, 
hung by a thong round the neck, under 
theirrobe ; and they are, probably, alfo 
ued as weapons; the other knives being 
apparently applied to other purpofes. Eve- 
ry thing they have, however, is as well and 
ingemioufiy made, as if they were furnifhed 
with the moft complete tool-cheft; and their 
fewing, plaiting-of finews, and {mall work on 
their little bags, may be put in competition 


\ with the moft delicate manufaétures found 
_ amy part of the kuown world. In 
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fhort, confidering the rude uncivilifed fate 
in which thefe people are, their Northern 
fituation, amidft a country perpetually co- 
vered with fnow, andthe wretched materi- 
als they have to work with, it appears, that 
their invention and dexterity, in all manu- 
al works, is at leaft equal to that of any other 
nation. , 

The food which they. were feen to eat, 
was dried fifth, and the flefh of fome animals, 
either broiled or roafted. Some of the lat- 
ter that was bought, feemed to be bear’s 
ficth, but witha fithy tafte. ‘They alfo eat 
the larger fort of fern-root, mentioned at 
Nootka, either baked, or drefled in fome 
other way ; andYome were feen to eat free- 
ly of afubftance which was fuppofed to be 
the mner part of the pine bark. ‘Their drink 
is moft probably water; for in their boats 
they brought {now in the wooden veffels, 
whichthey twallowed by mouthfuls. Per- 
haps it could be carried with lefs trouble, in 
thefe open vefiels, than water itfelf. ‘Their 
method of eating teems decent and cleanly 3 
forthey always took care to feparate any 
dirt that may adhere to their victuals. And 
though they fometimes did eat the raw fat 
oi fome fea animal, they cut it carefully into 
mouthfuls, with their {mall knives. The 
fame might be faid of their perfons, which, 
to appearance, were always clean and de- 
cent, without greafe or dirt: and the woo- 
den veffels, in which their vicluals are pro- 
bably put, were kept an excellent order; as 
wellas their boats, which were neat, and 
free trom lumber. 

Their language feems difficult to be 
underfiood at firft; not .from any indif- 
tincétnefs or contufion in their words and 
founds, but fram the various fignifications 
they have. 

Befides thofe animals, which were feen at 
Nootka, there are fome in this place which 
were not found there; fuch as, the white 
bear ; of whofe fkins the natives brought 
feveral pieces, and fome entire fkins of cubs; 
from which their fize could not be determin- 
ed, ‘There was allo the wolverene, or 
guickhatch, which had very bright colours ; 
a larger fort of ermime than the common 
one, which is the fame as at Nootka, vari- 
ed with a brown colour, and with fcarcely 
any black on its tail. ‘The natives alfo 
brought the fkin of the head of fome very 
large animal ; but it could not be pofitively 
determined what it was; though, from the 
colour and fhagginefs of the hair, and its 
unlikenefs to any land animal, it might pro- 
bably be that of the large male urfine feal, 
orfea-bear. But one of the moft beautiful 
fkins, and which feems peculiar to this 
place, is that of a fmall animal, about 
ten inches long, of a brown or rufty colour 
on the back, with a great number of obfcure 
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whitith fpecks; and the. fides of a bluecith 
ath colour, ajfo witha few of thefe {pecks. 
The tail is not above a third of the enath 
of its body, and is covered with hair of a 
whitifh colour at the edges, It is no doubt 
the fame with thofe called {potted field mice, 
by Mr. Stzhlin, in his fhort account of the 
New Northern Archipelago. But whether 
they be really of the moufe kind, or a 
fquirrel, could: not be told, for want of 
perfect fkins ; though Mr. Anderfon was 
inclined to think that it is the fame animal 
defcribed under the name of the Ca/fan mar- 
mot, by Mr. Pennant. The number of 
fkinsfound here, points out the great plen- 
ty of thele feveral animals juft mentioned ; 
but it isremarkable, neither the fkins of the 
er nor of the common deer were to be 
en. 

Of the birds mentioned at Nootka were 
found here only the white-headed eagle ; 
the fhag ; the aleyon, or great king-fifher, 
which had very fine bright colours ; and the 
humming-bird, which came frequently and 
flew about the fhip, while at anchor; though 
wt can fcarcely live herein the winter, which 
mult be very fevere. The water fowl were 
greefe ; a fmall fort of duck, almoft like 
that mentioned at Kergueien’s Land ; ano- 
ther fort which no one knew ; and fome of 
the black feapyes, with red bills, which 
were found at Van. Diemen’s Land, and 
New Zealand. Some of the people who 
went on fhore, killed a groufe, a fnipe, and 
fome plover. Byt though, upon the whole, 
the waterfowl were pretty numvyrous, ef- 
pecially the ducks and geefe, which fre- 
quent the fhores. they were fo fhy, that it 
was tcarcely pofible to get within fhot; fo 
that they obtained a very fmall fupply of 
them as refrefhment. 

‘Pheir metal were copper and iron ; both 
which, particularly the latter, were in 
fuch plenty, as to conftitute the points of 
moit of the arrows and lances, ‘The ores, 
with which they painted themfe!ves, were 
aired, brittle, unctuous ochre, or iron-ore, 
not much unlike cimnabar in colour; a 
tright blue pigment ; agd black lead, Each 
of thefe feems to be very fcarce, as they 
brought very {mall quantities of the firft and 
laft, and feemed to keep them with great 
care. 

Few vegetables of any kind were feen; 
and the trees which chiefly grew here, were 
the Canadian and fpruce pine, and fome of 
them tolerably large. 

‘The beads and iron found amoneft thefe 
people, left no room to doubt, that they 
mufi have received them from fome civilized 
nation. It was pretty certain from cir- 
eumftances already mentioned, that Cap- 
tain Cook’s people were the firft Europeans 
with whom they had ever communicated 
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directly ; and it remains only to be dec; 
from what quarter they had got our many. 
factures, by intermediate conveyanee, And 
there cannot be the leaft doubt of their hay; 
received thefe articles, through the interven. 
tion of the more inland tribes, from Hud. 
fon’s Bay, or the fettlement on the Canad. 
an lakes ; unlefsit can be fuppofed { which 
however is lefsjlikely ) that the Ruffian traders 
from Kamtfchatka, have already €xtended 
their traffic thus far; or at leaft that the na. 
tives of theirmoft Eafterly Fox Iflands com. 
municate along the coaft, with thof g 
Prince William’s Sound.* 

As to the copper, thefe people feem tp 
procure it themifelves, or at moft it paths 
through few hands to them ; for they ufed to 
exprefs its being in a fufficient quantity 
anongft them, when they offered any ty 
barter, by pointing to their weapons; y 
if tofay, that having fo much of this metal 
of their own, they wanted no more. 

‘ It is, however, remarkable,’ fays Cap. 


tain Cook, ‘if the inhabitants of this Sound - 


be fupplied with European articles, by way 
of the intermediate traffic to the Eaft coaf, 
that they fhould, in return, never have gi- 
ven to the more inland Indians any of their 
gea-otter fkins ; which would certainly have 


been feen, fome time or other, about Hud. . 


fon’s Bay. Hut, as far as I know, that is 
not the cafe; andthe method of accounting 
for this, muft be by taking into confideration 
the very great diflance; which, though it 
might not prevent European goods com: 
ing fo far, as being fo uncommon, might

Auguft 4 was prefented, for the firft 
time, a comedy called, PLL TELL YOU 
WHAT. 

THIS comedy is avowedly the production 
of Mrs. Inchbald, and confifts of a happy 
combination of humour and paffion, fentt- 
ment and pleafantry, equally fuftained by at- 
fecting incidents and comic fituations.

The comic part of the plot is founded up- 
on the divorce of Sir George Eufton from his 
former wife Lady Harriet. now me Harriet 
Cyprus, in confequence of finding MajorCy- 
prus concealed in a clofet in his houfe ; from 


which very clofet, it is contrived Sir George 


himfelf thould afterwards make his appear- 
ance ; a fituation which, though he is not 
criminal with Lady Harriet, gives at firft 
view every reafon to fuppofe he has an in- 
trigue with his difcarded wife again. 

The ferious part, which is highly intereft- 
ing, is fimply this: Mr. Anthony Eufton 
is fuppofed to have difinherited his only fon 
Charles Eufton, for marrying a beautiful 
young girl without a fortune. ‘The piece 
opens with Mr. Anthony Eufton’s arrival 
from the Weft-Indies: he accidentally meets 
his own daughter-in-law, driven by extre- 
mity of want, having two infants to fupporty 
to affume the fimilitude of a proftitute, in 
order to gain the ear of fome man of feel- 
ing and honour, to make known her difl- 
treflts to him. The perfon in whole com- 
pany Mr. A. Eufton is at the time of his 
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meeting with his daughter-in- -law, feels no 
fentiment for her buc what her beauty in- 
{pires ; and fhe is, without knowin> her de- 
Wverer, faved by her own father from viola- 
tion. ‘The coniequent ecciairciflement may 
be -eafily imagined, and in working it up it 
is but fir Te jultice to fay, that the author 
has touched the fineft chords that swvaken 
the heart to fenfiiility. 

‘Lhe two firth acts, as well-as the laft, 
bound with hap py {trokes of fatire on lepicety 
miaintenances, divorces, licentious intermar- 
riages, and allth« train of fafhionable gallan- 
tricé: the intermediate icenes ditcloie a tale 
artiully inturweaved with the main fubject of 
P.. Tell You Whai! and we know not, whe 
ther the audience were more diverted with 
the comic parts, or affected by the pathetic ; 
for at fome moments the houle was convulled 
withburils ot laughter, and at others diflolved 
in tears. ‘Che feam that divided the parti- 
tions of the plot was, perhaps, iniome places, 
wrought too inartificialiy; but, on the 
whole, the piece hung well together, and 
promiies much future entertainment from 
the fame pen, which has betore entertained 
us with that excelient farce 7/e Mogul Tak ; 
a circumfiance which, not being generally 


known, rendered the Prologue fomewhat 


lefs intelligible and amufing than it would 

otherwife have appeared to many of the 
au dienc e.

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entertaining thoughts of afcertaining the title 
which Dupleix had conferred upon him, 
detached his troops to commit holt ives in 
the vicinity of Arcot. ‘his force confilled 
of 500 Evroptans, three pieces of cannon, 
that accompanied him from Poridicherrys 
With 2000 Sepoys, 1500 horfe, with soo 
match-iock Peans. They nlundered all the 
villages in the neighbourhood of the city with- 
Out moleltation, for -“bdullwahah ham, 
brother to the Nabob, and heutenant of the 
province, an idle fentus! Lila, fuandered 
in his pleaiures and upon his favours, moft 
of the fupplies he collected, and paid no at» 
tention to the fupport of a proper force te 
maintam his authority. Mortizally, encous 
raged by this negligence, m ouaced to attack 
even the city of Arcot ; the prefidency gain- 
ing intelligence of his defign, ordered the 
commanding officer of the tort to join the 
Nabob’s troops, with fuch a number of Eue 
ropeans as could be conveniently ipared out 
of the garrifon, in order to attack the enemy 
in the field. Abdullwahab, alarmed for his 
perfonal fecurity, collected with fome difii- 
culty, 800 Sepoys, rooo horie, and Peaus, 
who were judged to be the very worfl troops 
in the province: they were under the coms 
mand of Nazcaballa, another ot the Nabob’s 
brothers, a perion nearly of the reputation 
of Abdullwahab = Lhis army, . joined by 
40 Europeans, 200 Englith Sepoys, with 2 
ficld-pieces, under the command of entign 
Smith, on the arftof April, 1753, marched 
out of thecity, and when they had reached 
about half way to Velore, dilcovered the 
Phoufdar’s army drawn up acrofs ihe road, 
ond his right fheltered by the hills. Nazeas 
balla Kham with much reluctance could be 
prevailed upon to attack them, though it 
was evident they would fall on him, the 
moment he offered to retreat. A cannonade 
was begun by enfign Smith, and forced the

toxicated with fuceefs Mortizally opened 
again his correfpondence with Dupleix, and 
engaged to befiege ‘Trinomalee, a ftror¢ 
fort about 40 miles fouth of Arcot in the 
dire&t road to ‘Tritchinopoly, and Morari- 
Row marched from Chilumbram to aid the 
expedition. But Mr. Dupleix thinking it 
of more importance to reinforce the army at 
Seringham, advifed him to detach 3000 
Marattahs under the command of Innis 
Kham, which he accordingly did, and Mr. 
Dupleix joined to them 300 Europeans and 
ooo Sepoys. 


Upon the arrival of thefe troops, the ene- 


my retired from Seringham, and croffing 
the Caveri, fixed their camp on a plain 
three miles to the north of Facquire’s Tope. 
Their ftrength confifted of 450 Europeans, 
1506 well trained Sepoys, 8coo Myforean 
horfe, 3500 Marattahs and two companies 
of Topafles, with 100 Sepoys in the detvice 
of the regent; the reft of whofe infantry 
was rsooo Peans, armed with matchlocks, 
fwords, bows and arrows, &c. Major Lau- 
rence had only the s00 Europeans, and 2000 
Sepoys he brought with him trom the coaft; 
but part of thefe Sepoys were employed in 
the Polygar’s country, to efcort the con- 
voys: his artillery confifted of 8 good field- 
pieces, 6 pounders. Only 100 of the nabob’s 


horfe encamped with the Englith, the reft . 


continuing under the walls, and pofitively 
refufing to march till they were paid what 
was due to them. 

About a mile to the fouth of Facquire’s 
Tope, there are fome high mountains called 
the Five Rocks; upon the fummit of thefe 
the major always kept a ftrong guard of 
Sepoys; but he being compelled to go mto 
the city forthe recovery of his health, the 
officer who commanded in his abfence ne- 
gle&ted to fupport this detachment. When 
the enemy reconnoitring, and fincing the 
rocks without defence, in the night detach- 
ed a ftrong party to take polleflion of them, 
and the next morning early their whole ar- 
my was difcovered moving, and coliccting 
themielves under fhelter of the Five Rocks, 
at the fame time their advanced cannon 
plunged into the Englifh camp. ‘The major 
returned immediately, and found it imprac- 
ticable to regain the poft: he, neverthelets, 
kept his ground till night, and then retired 
and encamped a quarter of a mile nearer to 
the city, behind a fmall eminence whieh 
fheltered the troops from the artillery of the 
enemy: the next day they quitted the camp 
to the north of Facquire’s ‘Tope, and en- 
camped at the rocks.

In treating of this as an intelleétual 
power of the mind, [ irtend only to make 
fome obfervations, firit on its nature, and 
then on its chjects. 

1. In the external fenfe of tafte,.we are 
led by reafon and refection to dillinguith 
between the agreeable fenlation we tcel, 
aud the quality in the objeét which occa- 
fions it. both have the fame name, and 
on that accowit are apt to be confounded 
by the vulgar, and even by Philofophers. 

‘he fenfation I feel when ! tafte any Japid 
body is in my mind; but there is a real 
quality in the body which is the caufe of 
this fenfation. ‘lhefe two things have the 
fame name in language, not from fimili- 
tude in their nature, but becaufe the one 
is the fign of the other, and becaufe there 
is little occafion in common life to diftin- 
guifh them. 

When a beautiful objet is before us, 
we may diftinguith the agreeable emotion 
it produces in us, from the quality of the 
object which caules that emotion. When 
{hear an air in mufic that pleafes me, | 
lay, it is fine, it is excellent. This ex- 
cellence is not in me; it is in the mufic. 
But the pleafure it gives is not in the 
mufic; it isin me. Perhaps I cannot fay 
what is in the tune that pleafes my cars, 
as [cannot fay what itis in afapid body 
that pleafes my palate; but there is 2 
quality in the fapid body which pleafes my 
palate, and IT call it a delicious tafle; and 
there 1s a quality in the tune that pleafes 
my tafte, and 1 call ita fine or an excel- 
lent air. 

This ought the rather to be obferved, 
becaufe it is become a fafhion among mo- 
dern Philofophers, to refolve all our per- 
ceptions into mere feelings in the external 
object. According to thofe Philofophers, 
there is no heat in the fire, no tafte in 
a. fapid body; the tafte and the heat 
being only in the perfon that feels them. 
In like manner, there is no beauty in 
any object whatfover; it is only a fen- 
fation or feeling im the perfon that per- 
ceives if. 

The language and the common fenfe of 
mankind contradict this theory. Even 
thoie who hold it, find themtelves oh- 
ligedto ufe a lauguage that contradicts it. 
I had occafion to fhew, that there 1s no fo- 
lid foundation for it when appliedto the fe 
cond qualities of body ; and the fame argu- 
ments fhow equally, that it has no folid foun- 
dation when applied to the beauty of objects, 
orto any of thofe qualities that are per- 
ceived by a geod tafte, 

But though fome of the qualities that 
pleafe a good tafte refemble the fecondary 
: qualities 
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qualities of body, and therefore may be 
called occalt qualities, as we only teel their 
effect, and have no more knowledye of the 
caule, but that it is fomething which is 
ddapted by Nature to produce that effect ; 
this is not always the cate. 

Our judgment of beauty is in many cafes 
more enlizhtened. A work of art may ap- 

ear beautiful to the moft ignorant, even 
toa child. It pleafes, but he knows not 
why. ‘To one who underftands it perfectly, 
and perceives ‘how every part is fitted with 


exact judgment to its end, the beauty is not 


myifterious ! it is pertectly comprehended ; 
and he knows wherein it confilts, as well as 
how it affects him. 

2. We may obferve, that, though all the 
taftes we perceive by the palate are either 
acreeable or difagreeable, or indifierent ; 
ret, among thoie that are agreeable, there 
is great diverfity, not in degree only, but 
in kind. . And as we have no generical 
names for all the different kinds of tafte, we 
diftinguifh them by the bedies in which 
they are to be found. 

In like manner, all the objects of our 
internal tafte are cither beautiful, or dil- 
agrecable, or indifierent; yet of beauty 
there is a great: divertity, not only of de- 
gree, but of kind: the beauty of demon- 
itration, the beauty of a poem, the beauty 
of a palace, the beauty of a piece of mutficy 
the beauty of a fine woman, and many 
more that might be named, are diflerent 
kinds of beauty; and we have no names 
to diftinguifh them but the names of the 
different objects to which they belong. 

As there is fuch diverfity in the kinds 
of beauty as well as m the degrees, we 
need not think jt ftrange that Philotophers 
have gone into different fyitems in analy- 
fine it, and enumerating its fimple ingre- 
dients. ‘They have made many juft ob- 
fervations on the fubject ; but, trom the 
love of fimplicity, have reduced it to fewer 
principles than the nature of the thing will 
permit, having had in their eye forne par- 
ticular kinds of beauty, while they over- 
looked others. 

There are moral beauties as well as na- 
tural; beauties in the objects of fenie, and 
in intelic&tual objects; in the works of 
men, and-in the works of God; im things 
imanimate, in brute animals, and in ra- 
tional beings; in the conititution of the 


body of man, and in thee vonftitution of 


his mind. There is no real excellence 
which hasnot its beauty to a cdifcerning 
eye, when placed in a. proper poimt of 
view: and it is as difficult to enumerate 
the ingredients of beauty as the ingredients 
of real excclience. 

3. The tafte of the palate may be ac- 
connted moit juft and pertect, when we

relith the things that are hit for the nourlh-

‘The ee 
intention of Nature in giving us this ar 
is, that we may dif erm what it is irs 
us to eat and to drink, and what it | 
not.

choice of their food merely by their tale 
Led by this guide, they chufe the fond 
that Nature intended them, and Cele 
mate miftikes, unlefs they be pinchedby hos 
ger, or deceived by artificial compof as 
In infants likewife the tafte is fas: 
found and uncorrupted, of the fimple 
ductions of Nature they relith the shee 
that are moft wholefome. . 
In like manner, our internal tafte oygly 
to be accounted moft juft and perfed 
when we are pleafed with things that te

moft excellent in their kind, and difpleaid’ 


with the contrary. The intention of \). 
ture isno lefs evident in this internal taj, 
than in the external. Every excellene 
has a real beauty and charm that maks 
it an agreeable object to thofe who hae 
the faculty of difcerning its beauty: and 
this faculty is what we calla good taite, 

A man, who, by any diforder in his 
miental powers, or by bad habits, has cos. 
tracted a relifh for what has no real exce:. 
lence, or what is deformed and defedivy, 


thas a depraved tafie, like one who fing 


a more ayreeable relifh in afhés or cinder, 
than in the moft wholefome food. As 
we muft acknowledge the tafte of the ps 
late to be depraved in the cate, theres 
the fame reafon to think the tafte of the 
mind depraved in the other. 

‘There is therefore a juft and ration 
tafte, and there is a depraved and cor 
rupted tafte. For it is too evident, that 
by bad education, bad habits and wrong 
affociations’, men may acquire a relith tor 
naitinefs, and ill breeding, and for many 
other deformities. To fay that fuch a 
tafte is not vitiated, is no lets abiurd tan 
to fay, that the fickly girl who. delight 
in eating charcoal and tobacco pipes, hass 
juft and natural a tafte as when fhe ia 
perfect health. 

4. The force of cuftom, of fancy, and 
of cafual atiociations, is very. great both 
upon the external and internal tafte. Aa 
Efkimaux can regale himfelt with a draught 
of whale-oil, and a Canadian cart feaft ip 
on a dog. A Kamttchatkadale lives upe 
putrid fith, and is fovactimes reduced ta 
eat the bark of trees. The tafle of mm 
or of green tea, is at firft as nauleous # 
that of ipecacuanha, to fome perilons, ¥ 
mav be brought by ule to velifh what tty 
once found fo difagreeable. 

When we fce iuch varieties in the tafle 
of the palate produced by cultom and 






ciations, and forme perhaps by cones 
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1785. 
we may be the lefs furprifed that the fame 
cules fhould produce like Varietics in the 
oe of beauty 5 that the African fhould 
| efieem thick lips and a flat nole ; that other 
estions fhould draw out their ears, till they 
hang over their fhoulders ; that mone na- 
rion Ladies fhoukd paint their faces, and mn 
snother fhould make them fhine with greale. 
» Thofe who conceive that there is no 
Qendard in nature by which tafte may be 
regulated, and that the common proverb, 

That there ought to be no difpute about 
Htafte, is to be taken in the utmott latitude, 
go upon flender and mnfuihaent ground, 
The fame arguments might be ufed with 
equal force againdl any tlancard of truth. 

Whole nations by the force of preju- 
dice are brought to believe the groflett ab- 
fyrdities; and why fhould it be thaqught 

‘that the tafte is leis capable of being per- 
fyeted than the judgment? Jt muil indeed 
‘be acknowledged that men differ more in 
the faculty of tafte than in what we com- 
monly call judgment; and therefore it may 
‘be expecled that they fhould be more lable 

to have their tafte corrupted in matters of 
fheauty and deformity, than their judgment 
Bin matters of truth and error. : 

If we make due allowance fér this, we 
fall fee that it is as eafy to account for 
the variety of taftes, though there be in 
nature a flandard of true beauty, and con- 
Hequently of good tafte; as it is to account 
forthe variety and contraniety of opinions, 
Gough there be in nature a ftandard of 
truth, and conicquently of right judgment. 
6 Nay, if we fpeak accurately and 
infly, we fhall find, that, in every ope- 
ation of taile, there is judgment implied, 
When a4 man pronounces a poem or a 
ace to be beautiful, he aflirms fomethiag 
M that poem or that palace; and every 
umation or denia, expreffes judgment. 
* we cannot better define judgment, 
han by faying that it is an affirmation or 
ial of one thing concerning another. 
had oceafion to fhow, when treating of 
lgment, that it is implicd in every p¢r- 
eption of our external fenfes. There is 
} immediate conviction and belief of the 
mlence of quality perceived, whether it~ 
‘colour, or found, or figure; and the fame 
%§ holds in the perception of beauty or 
ormity. ’ 
lt ithe faid that the perception of beau- 
& merely a feeling in the mind - that 
“elvésy without any belief of excellence 
t the Object, the necellary confequence of 
 Ption is, that when I fay Virgil’s- 
wets ts a beautiful poem, I mean not 
y any thing of the poem, but only 
wig concerning myfelf and my feel- 
e. Why fhould I ufe a language that 
the contrary of what I mean? 

¥ language, according to the neceflary 
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rules of conftruction, can bear no other 
meaning but this, that there is lomething 
in the poem, and not in me, which I call 
beauty. Even thofe who. held beauty to 
be merely a feeling in the perfon that per- 
ceives it, find themfelves under a necelhity 
ot exprefling themlelves, as if beauty were 
folely a quality of the obje@, and not of 
the percipient. 

No reafon can be given why all man- 
kind fhould exprefs themielves thus, but 
that they may believe what they fay. It 
is therefcre contrary to the univerial fenfe 
of mankind, expreiled by thew language, 
that beauty is not really in the object, but 
is merely a feeling in the perfon who fs 
faid to perceive it. Philolophers fhould be 
very cautious in oppofing the common fenfe 
of mankind; for, when they do, they 
rarely mils going wrong. 

Our judgement of beauty is not indeed a 
dry and unaflecting judgment, like that of 
a mathematical or metaphylical truth, By 
the conftitution of our nature, it is accom- 


_ panied with an agreeable feeling or emo- 


tion, for which we have no other name 
but the fenfe of beauty. This fenfe of 
beauty, like the perceptions of our other 
fentes, implics not only a feeling, but an 
opinion of fome quality in the object which 
occations that feeling. 

In objects that pleafe the tafte, we al- 
ways judge that there is fome real excellence, 
forme fuperiority to thofe that do not pleafe. 
In fome cales, that fuperior excellence is 
diftinctly perceived, and can be pointed out ; 
in other caicsy we have only a general notion 
qi fome excellence which we cannot deicribe. 

Beanties of the former kind may be 
compared to the prunary qualities perceived 
by the external fentes; thefeeof the latter 
kind, to the fecondary. 

7. Beauty or deformity in an object, re- 
fults from its nature or fteafure. To 
perceive the beauty therefore, we muft per- 
ceive the nature or ftruéture from which it 
refults. In this the imternal fenfe differs 
from the external. Our external fenfes may 
dilcover qualities which do not depend up- 
gn any antecedent perception. ‘“Lhus I can 
hear the found of a bell, though I never per- 
ceived any thing elic belonging to it. But 
it is impoffible to perceive the beauty of 
an object without perceiving the object, or 
at leaft conceiving it, On this account, Dr. 
Hutchefon called the fenfes of beauty and 
harmony reflex or fecondary fenies; becaufe 
the beauty cannot be perceived unicls 
the object be perceived by feme other pows 
er of the mind. “Thus the fenfe of har- 
mony and melody in founds fuppofes the 
exteffial fenfe of hearing, and is a kind of 
fecondary to it. Aman born deaf may 
be a good judge of beauties of ane 
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kind, but can have no notion of melody or 
harmony. . The like may be faid of beauties 
in colouring and in fizure, which can ne- 
ver be perceived without the fenfes, by 
which colour and figure are perceived,

In this happy retirement, however, he

His adminif* 
tration was glorious and falutary tothe nae 
tion. His name was univerfally revered; 
his death deplored with demonttrations of 
unparalicled forrow. “he Emprels-dow- 
aver, who had recalled him, was, inconfos 
lable ; and the Emperor, whofe youth and 
inexperience renderéd the coynfcls of this 
great and good man fo neceflary, fhed 
tears oF affliction and defpair upon his bier. 
——hbut can the fequel be imagined? 
‘en years after his death, See-Ma-Koang, 
by the order of his Imperial pupil, was de- 
clared the enemy of his country and of his 
favereign, and pronounced guilty of high 
trealon. By the Jame order were his tithks 
erafed; his monument deftroyed ; the mar- 
ble, on which his eulogy was infcribed, 
thrown down; and another erected on the 
ipet, containing a long enumeration of fice 
titious’ crimes. An inguifitorial perquifi- 
tion was made after his writings, which 
were committed to the flames with all the 
Javagenels of rancour. ‘Lhis outrage a 
gainit a character fo iluftrious and unful- 
hed, was the contrivance of a wicked cae 
bal, whofe abufes had been reformed, whofe 
imiquitous practices had been detected and 
diiconcertest by the deceafed minifter, and 
whofe pernicious fuggeftions had deceived 
the young Prince, and feduced him to the 
commifhon ot this act of injullice and bar- 
harity; an act, which was aiterwards con- 
demned and cancelled by his fuceeflor, who 
reitored the memory of Sce-Ma-Koang to 
its prifline glory.

APTAIN James Stanley, who had

pailengers, among whom was Mr. Stanley 
himiclf, thus reftored to his courtrv in a 
condition more naked and miferable than he 
left it. 

He found means, however, to get foon 
to his mother, who received him with that 
mixture of forrow and joy which was natu- 
ral to the occafion ; and when her firft emo- 
tions were over, and her paflions grew calm 
cnough to hear him at large give an account 
of his fhipwreck and the particulars of his 
lois by it, fhe anfwered him with a figh— 
"Vhat the had feared fome misfortune would 
befal him wherever he was, becaufe a few 
days before, an unutfual high wind had 
blown down above a hundred of thofe oaks 
which fhe had cherifhed for his fake, and 
whieh he might remember, when a boy, he 
had planted trom the acorns all about the 
eftate ; but fhe thanked God, there were 
many yet left flanding, which the hoped was 
a good omen, that he would overcome his 
misfortunes. é' 

4. good cmen indeed, cried Mr. Stanley, 
if in nigh thirty years growth they are fo 
large as 1 with them ; for but a day or two 
ago, in the city of Driftol, I met with a 
perfon who was purpoicly employed, and is 
making enquiry, with a great deal of ear 
nefinets, after found, young oak timber, a 
great parcel of which fort he is commiffion- 
ed to purchafe.

deftroys them: we mean, where a gentleman 
leaves many daughters, for whofe fortunes 
the eftate is the fund, and ftands mortgaged 
to provide them. 

How eafily were this inconvenience pre- 
vented, if at the birth of a danghter but ten 
acres of land were fet out from the eflate, 
and, after being carefully enclofed, were well 
planted with timber-trees ! 

Suppofe, for example, they were fir-trees, 
which are found to thrive readily in all parts 
of England: four thoufand fuch trees would 
grow twenty years together on ten acres of 
land without galling each other ; at the end’ 
of which term they would, one with ano- 
ther, be worth twenty fhillings a-piece for 
{mall mafts for veflels, and many other good 
ufes: fo that here were (almoft without 
lofs or expence) a fortune of four thouland 
pounds provided for the young lady by that 
time fhe grows marriageable, and her fa- 
ther’s eftate not charged with a penny to- 
wards railing it. 

The fame thing being done, only chang- 
ing the kind of tree, planted at every new 
birth of a daughter or fon, would effcctual- 
ly provide for them all as faft as they grow 
up, like a plow kept at work for their be- 
nefit, even while they were fleeping: there 
is, we may hope, no elder brother in Eng- 
land who will diflike this particular part of 
this eflay, whatever his opinion may be of 
the other.

This narrow poe 
licy prevailed for a confiderable number of years, 
and while it was in continuance, its progre(s wks 
annually marked by additional enforcements, and 
an encrealed degree of reftraints. 

Within the preient century a different policy 
began to thew itfelf; ome relaxations were ear 
ly made by the parliament of Great Britain, 
who at laft brought themlelves to confider the 
general interefts of the empire, as fit to be re- 
garded in preference to local attachments and 
partial advantages ; particularly in the reignéef 
George the Second, the Brituh legiflature pure 
fued this plan, and conceded in @ variety of dif- 
ferent particulars ; but the ipirit of cgnceffiog 
had been carried infinitely farther, in times (till 
nearer to ‘our own. 

Within the laft feven years the reverfe of the 
picture he had deteribed ae a true reprefentation 
ot the conduét of this country towards Ireland 
in older time, preiented iticlf, and its features 
were (liking and prominent. In faying this, be 
did not mean to give it as his fentiments, that the 
country had aéted unwifely in changing their fyf- 
tem of conduct towards the Yifler kingdom; on 
the contrary, it was his decided opinion, that 
there was infinitely more of wifdom, and of fub- 
fiantial’policy in che latter fyftem, than in tha 
which had preceded it, unfortunately, however, 
whenever concetlions had been made, whether on 
allcdged grounds ot jultice, or or generofity and 
oi favour, they had been made inconfiderately, 
and without at the fame time having taken care, 
that while we wete conceding to lréland at the 
price of fome rilfque and diladvantage to the lo- 
cal commercial intereft of this Kiagdom, the op- 
portunity which fo fairly and {0 naturally offered 
of providing tor the general ftrength and projpe~ 
rity of the empire, was neither adveited to ner 
employed.

Her Imperial Majefty of Rufha is 
daily adding to her dominion,, and daily ex- 
tending the bleflings of peace to a flourifhing peo- 
ple. Her late journey to Vidchnei Volotchok 
was with a view to open new channels of trade 
to a couotry whofe name in the con nercral 
world was fearcely ever heard of before. ~———[n 
her progrefs the vifited Moicow her capital city, 
where fhe ftaged four days; trom thence pro- 
ceeding to Borowitz, fhe embaiked on the Mita, 
and afier a navigation of cight days on that ri- 
ver, Lake-Llman, the Volkow, the Ladoga Ca- 
hal, and the Neva, arrived at Peterfburgh onthe 
git of July, in perfea health, to the unfpeaka- 
ble Joy of her people. ' 

On the 29th of May, a Treaty of Confedera-

The 
Floriflant, Ortflame, and Fantaique, French 
veflels, have lately been captured by them, and 
their coriairs have already violated the treaty,for 
a l‘ulpenfion of hoftilities with Spain, It is even 
faid, thas at Mogadore,’ Tetuan, and other 
ports belonging to the Emperor of Morocco, they 
are preparing a large naval force, fuppoted to 
be deftined to join the Algerines againit the 
Spaniard:, with whem the Emperor hay refuted 
to renew the truce. In the mean time, the Spa- 
niards are buly in augmenting: their navy, and 
have fourteen huadred fhipwrights at work in 
repairing their fhips, and tinifhing chole upon the 
ftocks.

THE Portuguefe, at war with the vatives in 
their fettlements at Goa, in the Eaft Indies, 
have gained a fignal vidlory; as have hkewile 
the Dutch over a Malacca Piince, whom they 
drove from his feat at Salangoor, and placed 
Raja Mahomet in his room. This, they ac- 
knowledge, was dearly purchafed by the death 
ot 186 feamen, who dicd of a contagious difere 
der that broke out among the fhipping; befides 
359 fick, when the difpatches were written. 

An uvafortunate affair, which occaftoned much 
anxiety to the Eaft India Company’s Supercar- 
goes at Canton, took its rife from a chop-boat (a 
country veffel) lying alongfide the Lady Hughes, 
in the way of one of her guns while faluting ; in 
conteguence of which, three Chinefe on board 
were much hurt, and one of them died the nexe 
day. The Gunner of the Lady Hughes, though 
perfeGtly innocent as to any criminal intentiong 
abiconded. The Weyyeun, and the Houppo's 
principal Secretary, waited upon the India Come 
pany’s Supercargoes, and sequelted they would 
get the Gunner delivered up, flating that though 
they confidered the matter as an unfortunate ac- 
cident, yet it was neceffary he fhould be fent to 
Canton to undergo a fermal examination merely 
to fatis'y the laws of the country. To this ape 
parent realonable requett the Supercargoes did 
not object, provided the man was examined ig 
one of the taGtories; and this was particularly 
infifted on, as formerly a Frenchman had heea 
conveyed out of the factory under a fimilar pre 
tence, and executed the next merning without 
even the forma of atrial. Finding their demand 
was not acceded to, they found means to decoy 
Mr. George Smith, Supercargo of the Lady 
Hughes, by a pretended meflage;, and he was 
conveyed into the city under a ftrong guard of 
foldiers with drawn fwords. The circumftances 
that enfued led the Supercargocs to fulpe& their 
own perions were aot ¢ " r ely free fiom danger 4 
for the avenues Jeadin; the quay were barrie 
cated, and filled with fotiérs; the linguifts and 
merchants fed; the Héngs totally difappeared g 
and the communication between Canton and 
Whampoa was fufpended by the order of the 
Hoppo; they therefore ordered up the boats of 
the feveral (sips, maaacd aad armed by wey of 

Rret guard, 
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guard, and two Enelith hoats were difparched to 
Whampoa, with orders for the Company's thips, 
as weil ai the Prench, Dutch, Danes, and Ame- 
ricans, to fend up immediately to Canton their 
pinnaces armed and manned. Thete orders 
were happily executed with fuch fteadinel: as to 
reflect great honour on thefe employed, etpeci- 
ally as the oppofition they-met with was tovally 
unexpected. The tide being untavourable, it 
was dark before they approached the city, and 
on coming to the firft hoppo-houfe. the head- 
mott boats were hailed by an armed veffel, and 
ordered to return to Whampoa, which was fuc- 
ceeded by repeated vollies of mutquetry froin 
the fort and veifels, and continued from eight 
till paft eleven; the boats, however, pailed on 
to the jagtory without returning a fingle thot, 
or receiving any other injury than a quarter- 
matter of the Sullivan, and aman inthe Cal- 
cutta’s boat being flightly wounded; this laft 
boat was furrounded by Chinefe veffels and 
bearded ; but after a thort (cule they retired. 
The Chinete afterwards pleaded as an excule 
for this hottility the boats coming up at an im- 
proper hour, ‘The Fouyven atter this had a 
conterence with one of the Supercargoes of every 
nation; on their exprefling great furprize at 
their having taken fo active a part with the 
Enghth, they told him it was confidered as a 
common caute.

Oder, together with 100 villages and farms, were 
inundated; that the Sleine near New Ghiezen, 
and the dykes above Cuftrim, wére both brokea 
down, and the torreat that ilued was irrefiftible ; 
many of the ttrongeft edifices were carried before 
it, with whole tamiles therein, whe had no 
poflible means of elcaping: and both ftheep and 
cattle without number per:ithed. 

At Riga the inundation began on the arit of 

April, and continued ¢.llthe 28th, The waters 
rote 2 tathoms and a halt, fo that a part ot the 
towa and all che country round were overflowed, 
Above 2000 mafts were carried away. 
On the 22d of June the Danube tuddenty over- 
flowed its banks in to violent a manner as to Care 
ry away bridges, houle:, people, and even whole 
villages. Vatt numbers of cattle have been 
drowned, and feveral hundred perions have loft 
their lives, and others their means of fubfift- 
ence. ‘The caule of this terrible inundation is 
attributed to the vaft quantities of {now upon the 
Tyrol, Salizbourg, and upper Autftrian moun- 
Cains, 

In the avenues leading to St. Peter’s-gate, im 
the city ot Ratifborn, a gulph opened in the 
ground, 3 ell. wide, and nearly of the fame 
depth; at the bottom of which two holes are vie 
fijle; trom which at times fulphureous matter 
exhales. | 

Accounts from Aftracan mention four thocks 
of an earthquake being felt at Moldock, near 
Mount Caucalus, onthe 23d of Feb. The firit 
happened at 22 minutes alter two in the after~ 
noon, and: jafted two minutes; the fecond an 
hour alter, and lafted as long; the third was felt 
between feven and eight ; and the fourth at paft 
twelve at night. Atthe fame time fubterrane- 
ous commotions were felt at Kiflar. 

On the 20th of May feveral fhocks of an earth 
quake we felt at Fiume, a fea-port in the gulph 
of Venice, preceded by a fubterrancous noite; 
but they did no damage. 

By Jetters from Lifbon, we learn, that the 
Portugucle court has determined on putting a 
ftup to the fhocking cuttom of allafiination, to 
unhappily prevalent in that country, by inflicling 
the fevere(t punifhment on thofe who fhall be 
found guilty.

Their flory is as tollows ; 

Captain De Queros, commander of a hhip in 
the Madeira trade to London, and his brother, 
Doctor De Quweros, refolved to revenge them- 
felves on a Portuguele gentleman of Funchall, 
the capital of Madeira, for a difhonour done to 
their family in the perfon of their fitter, with 
whom this gentleman had an improper inter- 
courle. Accordingly, they forged a letter in 
their fifler’s name, appointing an affignation at 
the mother’s houle; the gentle man flew to the 
place at the appointed time, but, inftead of a fond 
miltreis, met the incenfed brothers, who, armed 
with knives, rufhed upon him, aad with many 
wounds laid him inftantly dead at their feet. 
They ttript the body, and were procecding with 
Rrra — 
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It to the rocks, near the harbour, to throw it in- 
to the fea ; but being obferved by an Englith 
merchant, he alarmed the people, purfued, and 
feized them.
